can be a more true and ſincere Way of ſerving Him,

F Original Deſign of this Society is well known to have been 
principally formed by the late Right Reverend Dr Henry Maule, 
Lord Biſhop of Dromore, afterwards of Meath , which being highly 
approved and encouraged by the then Lords Juſtices, and a great 
Newer of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, of the Commons, the 
Clergy and principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom, His late Majeſty, upon 
their humble Petition, was graciouſly pleaſed in 1733, through the 
favourable Interpoſition of His Grace the Duke of Dorſet, Lord Lieutenant, 
to grant His Royal Charter of Incorporation for the Erecting and 
Supporting 'of Schools, wherein the Children of Papifts and other poor 
Natives might be inſtructed in the Exgliſſih Tongue and the Principles of 
true Religion and Loyalty, and trained up to the Practice of Induſtry 
and Labour. b ye | | 2 
In Purſuance of which, Charter- Schools have from time to time 
been erected by the Society in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, under the 
immediate Direction of Local Committees of the principal Gentlemen 
and Clergy in the Neighbourhood of each, who inſpect and examine 
into the Inſtruction and Employment of the Children, their Food and 
State of Health; the Sufficiency and Diligence of the Maſters and 
 Miſtreſſes, and all other Particulars relative to the Oeconomy and 
Management of the School, and report the ſame to the Society; beſides 
which, the Schools are frequently viſited and inſpected by the ſeveral 
Members of the Society as they have Opportunity. 
The Society have the Satisfaction to obſerve that their Scheme of 
dividing the Childrens Time between the Learning neceſſary for their 
future State of Life, and ſuch gentle Work as is ſuited to their preſent 
tender Age, hath been ſucceſsfully adopted by many Charity-Schools 
in Dublin and other Places; whereby the Benefit of the Inſtitution hath 
probably been extended far beyond the Expectation of thoſe who at firſt 
moſt warmly promoted it.

From the Commencement of the Society, to 
November 1 762, the Sum of £37 39 : 36 hath been remitted by the 
Correſponding Society in London; 10 whoſe zealous and moſt uſeful 
Endeavours for promoting this Charitable Inſtitution, as well by com- 
municating their Sentiments.and Advice upon all Occaſions, as by con- 
tributing and procuring Benefactions, the Society are too highly indebted, 
hot to embrace with the greafeſt Pleaſure, every ee of profeſſing 
their Obligations, and returning their molt hearty Thanks.
